How Made 


Siding is factory-punched top and 
hottom for nailing at definite locations 
The bottom holes are smaller in dia 
meter and the snug fitting nails that go 
into them, because they are exposed to 
the weather, are made of an alloy which 
will not stain.

The upper holes require galvanized, 
needle-point nails which are furnished 
by the builder.
